In many States where divorce is easy the 
number of divorces is far less than in States 
where divorce is difficult. 

The number of grounds on which divorce 
is granted varies amazingly, beginning with 
South Carolina, where the grounds are zero 
and nobofy can.get free of a marriage under 
any circumstances except death. 

Next comes New York, which has only one 
ground, that of adultery, though a divorce 
is now permitted after one of the partners 
has abandoned the other for five successive 
years. And simple desertion is a crude vut 
positive form of divoree practiced by thou- 
sands of people every year in New York as 
elsewhere. 

New Jersey has two grounds for divorce— 
cruelty and desertion for two years. In spite 
of the fact that divorce is far easier in .vew 
Jersey than in New York, the proportien- 
ate number of divorces is much less.

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Last Hope of Police Gone 


The detectives on the case finally  at- 
tributed the crime to a negro called “‘Beans.”’ 
who left the city within an hour following 
the shooting after. telling some of his ool- 
room associates that he had got in trouble, 
and at 3 a. m. on Dec. 15 they arrested the 
man in his room on Franklin avenue, but the 
negro offered an alibi which the police were 
unable to disprove and Level himself seemed 
uncertaip of his identity. In releasing him 
the police declared that their one hope of 
solving the Frime was lost. Marie Bowers’ 
death. brutal and cold-blooded as it was. went 
into the long list of unsolved murders and in 
all probability it will remain there. 

But there are scores of other instances in 
which police activity failed just as it failed 
in the Bowers murder and in which the offi- 
cers, after arresting suspects, were balked by 
the inability or refusal of witnesses to clinch 
the case. On several occasions their investi- 
gations extended to crimes ¢ommitted in St. 
Louis County or on the Illinois side, especial- 
ly when those killings bore evidence of St. 
Louis connections as some 17 of them did. 
In one instance—that of the murder of Coun- 
ty Constable Edward P. Neu——they solved a 
baffling murder committed outside their field 
of jurisdiction and turned the prisoners over 
to the county authorities, but in the majority 
of cases what vigilance they have shown has 
been fruitless so far as conviction and punish- 
ment of the criminals is concerned. 


Too often they have encountered that 
warped code of gang ethics which forbids 
even a dying’ man to name his assailant. In 
the gangster’s code of morals there is only 
one unpardonable crime, and that is ‘‘snitch- 
ing.” He holds the law in contempt and 
doesn t want its assistance in settling his pri- 


vate disputes and if he is shot by another - 


gangster he cherishes as long as life will let 
him, the hope of gaining vengeance himself. 
If death overtakes him before his mission is 
accomplished he goes to his grave depending 
on his associates to settle the score for him. 

Thus one gang killing brings another and 


another until the Bavug itself may be threat-’ 


ened with extinction—a predicament in which 
the notorious Egan gang now finds itself. 


| The Gang’s ‘‘ Positive Identification’’ | 


After each killing that has the earmarks 
of a gang affray the police round up sus- 
pects, often confident that they held the 
guilty person in their grasp. They produce 
circumstantial evidence and explain the crime 
satisfactorily to everybody except the law. 
There they fall down. A policeman’s theory 
doesn't convince juries after the dyinag vic- 
tims themselves have refused to talk, as they 
customarily do, so there is nothing to do but 


release the prisoner and wait for his ‘“‘posi- 
tive identitication”’ which often follows in the 
form of another gang killipg with the former 
prisoner this time the victim. 

At least 24 of the unsolved murders in the 
St. Louis district are traceable to wars of 
rival gangs or interna] strife over ‘“‘snitch- 
ing’’ or the division of loot. Notable among 
them were the killings of ‘“‘Whitey’’ Doering, 
St. Louis gangster and postoffice robber, in 
a roadhouse near Marion, Ill., on Nov. 8; the 
assassination of Jacob Mackler, attorney for 
the Hogan gang, on Feb. 22, and the murder 
of “Little Red’ Powers, Egan gunman and 
bitter foe of the Hogan faction, in a road- 
house on Olive Street road in the county three 
days later. 

Doering died he had lived—with his 
finger on the trigger, intent upon ‘‘getting 
his man.’ But somebody got him first. Tak- 
en to a hospital at Herrin, he expired still 
refusing to name his slaver or tell the cause 
of the shooting. 

**Hell,’” he said, “it’s nobody's damn busi- 
ness.”’ 

Versions given by others of the shooting 
differed. Some said it was done in a holdup, 
but the Marion authorities held to the theory 
that he was shot by one of his pals, TRO 
St. Louls gangster, who seized upon a favor- 
able opportunity for settling a

Mackler, as attorney for the Hogan faction, 
was official mouthpiece for the clique and 
was bitterly hated by the Egan clan. He 
had been threatened by Eganites before and 
the police were not surprised when he was 
waylaid in his automobile at Tweilfth- and 
Howard streets and shat by men in another 
machine. The police rounded up several 
gangsters, but soon care up hope of appre- 
hending the slayer. He will be the next to be 
killed, they said § 
Sure enough, before Mackler had been 
buried “Little Red” Powers was sent out of 
the world as he slept in an Olive Street road 
roadhouse in the county. At the Same time 


Martin Wilson, alias Jim Smith, who was act- 
ing as his bodyguard, was fatally shot. Pow- 
ers had been a sort of second lieutenant for 
the Egan faction and was a mark the police 
never missed in corraling Eganite suspects 
after shootings. He had been arrested 41 
times and never convicted once, but his sud- 
den and violent end in the county roadhouse 
was evidence that the courts of gangland had 
done some convieting on their own account.

Grant was known to be a safe 
blower with a reputation for double-crossing 
his associates. Stalnaker, who lived for sevr- 
eral hours after the shooting, contended the 
affray resulted from a holdup, but the fact 
that the Grants were riddled with bullets 
testified that the assassinations were for re- 
venge. . 

Crowe was fatally shot on the night of

nue. His death was never officially solved 
although several arrests were made and the 
police believed once they had the slayer in 
tow. John Crowe, a brother, who was pres- 
ent, agreed to tell the Coroner what he knew 
about the shooting, but at the inquest he 
refused to talk on the ground that he might 
incriminate himself.

Although there was never 
a theory that Elmer Runge killed Crowe, it is 
known that he was present and his murder, 
which occurred on Dec. 5, is thought to hare 
been an outgrowth of Crowe's death.

avenue Aug. 2. Detectives say they got an 
“inside” story from one of his associates 
which indicated he had been paying atten- 
tions to the widow, who was also courted by 
another man. The widow, it seems, preferred 
Dahm and urged him to kill the other fel- 
low: then upon his refusal to do so, sought to 
intimidate the unwelcome suitor herself with 
a story that Dahm had threatened to “get” © 
him. A few days later the rejected lover and 
two of his pals, went to the widow's home, 
beat her up and then betook themselves to 
Dahm’s hangout where they “got” the 
“sheik.” The widow, with eyes blackened 
and face bruised, was arrested. 

“You can’t get any information out of me,” 
she told the detectives, and: they didn’t. 
Neither were they able to find ny other eyi- 
dence strong enough to support indictments. 


Strong circumstantial evidence also was 
obtained after Kane’s death ‘which occurred 
on the night of Aug. 5 at Seventeenth street 
and Cass avenue, but had as little result. He 
had incurred the enmity of an Eganite and 
it was said the two engaged im @»fistefight in ;: 
a saloon a few days before. His opponent got 
the worst of it and is alleged to hgeve said: 
“You won't last another week.” The predic- 
tion proved true. 

It was in the September outbreak of the 
Egan-Hogan feud’that Representative MeGee 
lost his life together with Eimer Malopte, 
They were shot down at Jefferson and Cass 
avenues Sept. 9 by men in an automobile who 
also fired at “Jimmie” Hogan, whom the 
Eganites had made several attempts to “get’’ 
for the murder of Constable William P. 
Egan, leader of Egan's Rats. 

And there are numerous other cases of 
gang killings. These, however, suffice to 
show the circumstances which the police en- 
counter in trying to trace them. A glance 
over the list discloses the following which 
@iso come under that peculiar brand of mur- 
der that is most rampant in ‘St. ‘Louis:

Joseph Powderly, whose body was found in 
the Mississippi River on June 3 following the 
report of a shooting at Long Lake, Ill. 


Wilitam J. Tabor, found shot to death in 
a yard on Lackland road three miles west of 
Wellstou April 13. He had been arrested 34 
times since 1918 and is credited by the po- 
lice with gwing them what information he had 
about his gang associations which probably 
accounts for his death. 

Robert (Chubby) Fitzgibbons, who died 
May 1 from bullet wounds inflicted April 23 
in an alley pear 726 North Vandeventer ave- 
nue. At city hospital he refused to identify 
anybody, declaring “I'll take care of this my- 
self,” 

William Grewley, teamster, fatally stabbed 
near Sublette on May 2. 

Hubert Malter, stabbed in a saloon fight on 
Sept. 8. 

Frank Beebe, shot on June 20, presumably 
in retaliation for the murder of another map, 
and Bernard N. Deaver, safeblower, who was 


shot in the Mt. Olivé Ine fn St. Louis Cousty 
on Feb. 12, 


Harry Londo, notorious gangster gad gun- 
mao, who was lured to Eighth and O'Falies 
streets on the night of Nor. 223 and shot from

What kind of a grid-leak is best for 
a one-tube set?

A. (1) Altering the resistance of 
the grid-leak could not burn out a 
tube. Either a short .circuit was 
created when, your screw driver 
touched the tinfoil, or else your 
detector just “happened” to burn 
out at the time you were making 
the adjustment. (2) The proper 
resistance varies with every tube. 
This can only be determined by ex- 
periment. A home-made grid-leak 
is as good as any that 
bought. The only difference be- 
tween those on the market and ths 
home-made type is in the facility 
with which they may be mounted 
on a panel, and adjusted.

Mrs. Gamble stated 
that in nine months ef their married life her hus 
band spent $4000 on shirts alone. 

Besides meeting his personal bills Mrs. Gamble 
is said to have advanced her husband $159,000 to 
buy a partnership in a brokerage firm. She has 
since declared that the more he received the less 
eonsiderate he grew. On April 11, 1923, the mar- 
riage was brought to an end by a divorce decree 
granted in Paris. 

But there was still more tragedy ahead for the 
“Poor Little Rich Girt.” 

On Sept. 25 her two children were seized as they 
were playing on the lawn and carried off to Gamble’s 
parents in Florida. Armed guards patrol the en-

OR seven long years George L. Wade of 
Kansas City, wealthy sportsman, backer 
of motor racing and former widely known 
as & minstrel man, kept up a@ consistent 
warfare against his “jinx,’’ and finally 
paid with his life. Im the uneven con- 
flict covering @ full cycle of life. Wade 
faced his enem}) always with a smile: and he “went 
out” with that same smile. But the invisible jinx 
Was relentless, vindictively so. At the last. when 
it appeared that Wade was marching to victory, the 
jinx recently set the stage at the Beverly Hills Speed- 
way. and crushed out the life of George Wade in per- 
haps the most spectacular traged"; ever recorded in 
this country. 

A decade azo George Wade was a minstrel man. 
beloved in the theatrical business because of a gen- 
erous nature that refused no ore in need of he!p. 
“Dad” Wade he became to the members of his 
troupes, and the same later to those he met in the 
sporting world. Seven years ago his fortune had 
mounted through the operation of theatrical trains 
and investments in oil, and Wade retired from the 
show business. Shortly after. he took up the de 
velopment of racing cars as a hobby, and the jinx 
began to stalk him. Wade soon discovered an un- 
seen enemy in the poor performance and genera] ili- 
luck of his racing cars, and grimly set out to beat it. 
It was easy then to quit. He had little invested. and 
after all it was only a hobby he was plaring. A less 
determined man would have thrown up the sponge 
and turned to some less troublesome avocation. but 
Wade knew internal combustion motors and believed 
he could béat the jinx: so, the worse the results, the 
more determined he became. 

A year after he went into racine, Wade adopted an 
$-months-old boy, and later a rift in domestic life 
caused Wade to divorce hix wife. Then the baby 
and the hobby became his only interests in life. The 
child and the divorece-are mentioned here hecauce 
later they figure pre@minently in the victory of the 
jinx over the man. 

Wade developed several ‘racing cars of the old 
300-inch type, but always they were a little short of 
being winners. Mechanically they seemed perfect. 
Their lines were as good as any of the sleek speed 
creations. But they were nt winners. Wade did 
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not leave experimental work to his crew of me- 
chanies. Himself an engineer, he worked at the 


lathe and bench with his mechanics, and he showed - 


them many secrets of racing-car construction. .He 
was still battling the jinx when the Contest Board of 
the American Automobile Association reduced the 
piston displacement of racing cars to 183 cubic 
inches, requiring the development of entirely new 
cars. 

Wade’s home in. the Country Ciub district af Kan- 
sas City, a marvelously furnished place that dis- 
played antiques and curios gathered from the ends 
of the earth, was designed to take care of his hobby. 
Built on a hillside, the basement is on one ground 
level and the first floor on another. On the lower 
floor a complete machine shop, with room for five 
ears, was turned to the development of new racing 
creations of the 183-inch type. Wade did not buy 
motors from manufacturers. He built them hi If, 
and early in 1922 the two Junier Specials. named 
for the little adopted boy, who was called “Junior,” 
came inta being. 

The racing fraternity declared them two of the 
most perfectly lined racing cars ever préduced. They 
were six-cylinder cars, with overhead camshafts, and 
looked like winners. In the autumn of 1922 the 
Kansas City Speedway, a one’ and one-fourth mile 
board track, was opened to racing. George Wade 
proudly entered his two beauties, which still had 
not been tried in actual practice. Peter de Paolo 
and W. W. Brown were billed to drive them. and 
the cars were taken to the track for tests.

Wade remained in Kansas City, preparing to go to 
Florida for the winter. : 

One week before the Thanksgiving race Fengler 
wired Wade asking him to come to Los Angeles for 
the race. All of Wade’s plans‘ were made, and he 
couldn't make up his mind to make the long trip 
to the Pacific coast and back just before starting for 
the Atlantic coast. So he went to talk the matter 
over with L. J. Smyth, general manager of the Kan- 
sas City Speedway, and Smyth unwittingly became 
the ally of the jinx when he urged that Wade shou'd 
attend the Los Angeles racé bécause Fengler needed 
his generalship in the pits. Wade went to Los An- 
geles. 

Thanksgiving day dawned with both Wade and 
Fengler feeling confident the jinx had gone for good, 
for after the victory at Kansas City, the first in 
Wade's seven years of playing its hobby, it seemd 
that Lady Luck intended to smile on him, for a while 
at least. is 

A great throng jammed the Beverly Hills Speed- 
wa?, The signal was given and some of the care got 
away. One of them stalled. Another caught fire. 

Wade had just a moment before called to Fengler: 
“Give it to "em, Har'an! Show ‘em what you’ve got!” 

Then he erossed the track to the press stand to 
greet a friend. As one of the cars caught fire, Wade 
started back to help extinguish the flamer before re- 
turning to the pit. Back along the track were two 
lines of cars. leaving only a narrow space, litt'e 
wider than a car, between them and the guardrail 
of the track. Smoke from the burning car blocked 
the view on either side. 

Up in the grandstand the thousands could see on 
both sides of the smeke curtain. On one side a 
speeding car was approaching. On the other stood 
two men in the narrow land. Neither could see the 
other. 

Harry Hartz. driving a yellow car of the Durant 
team. came roaring around the track. He did the 
only thing he could do. He steered down the lane 
and through the smoke screen. On the other side 
he crached into two men, killing them both. A great 
cry of horror had gone up. 

And one of the men killed was George L. Wade 
The jinx had won! - 

A few minutes later, tears streaming down his fare 
and unnerved bv the tragedy. Fengler c’imbed into 
the Wade Special and drove the race, finishing in 
fourth place.

“Beyond the light of the fiames I 
stumbled into the blackness of the 
cryptomeria avenue leading to the 
beach. The great straight trees had 
been flung about like straws. Some of 
them blocked the road, and I must climb 
over them, feeling my way through 
tangled limbs. 

“At the river the bridge had collapsed 
entirely. I made my way to the mouth, 
to ford it, but there was almost no 
water. The entire beach and the sea 
floor had been raised about six feet by! 
the quake, and where there had beén 
only a narrow beach strip lay now a 
wide, wet expanse of sand. 

“A fragment of moon had risen. I 
could see, dimly, the tower of our house 
looming up erect. Thank God! But as 
I went forward, I saw that thé 10-foot- 
high sea wall had disappeared, the 
stones lying scattered wide over the 
sand. Half of the front garden had 
slid with it. Part of the two-story 
section of the house stood, leaning, the 
collapse of one wall leaving the rooms 
exposed, but the long one-story section 
was down, a chaos of tiles and splinters, 
prone, so that one might without effort 
have walked completely over it.

“Yes, he had had a narrow escape, 
but he was safe, and the neighbors, 
wealthy Japanese, had taken him to a 
villa they owned on the hill. The danna- 
san from Shanghai was dead, but the 
rest were safe. They were sleeping 
there.
